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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OP  THE  RUGELEY 
URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department,  and  the  state  of  health  and  wellbeing  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  District,  for  the  year  i960. 


The  total  population  of  the  Urban  District  in  i960  'was  esti¬ 
mated  at  12,130,  as  compared  with  11,860  for  the  preceding  year. 

There  were  258  live  births  and  94  deaths,  giving  a  natural  increase 
of  164,  thus  continuing  the  upward  trend  for  this  important  index. 
Hov/ever,  even  with  this  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  116  incoming 
persons  would  be  required  to  make  up  the  estimated  population. 

The  live  birth  rate  was  21.27?  a  similar  figure  to  that  obtained  last 
year.  It  is  substantially  higher  than  the  National  average  rate  of 
17.1. 

Seven  infants  died  during  the  year,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate 
of  27.13  per  thousand  live  births,  which  although  above  the  National 
figure  of  21.7?  is  quite  good,  and  has  been  bettered  in  Rugeley  on 
only  one  occasion  in  the  past. 

The  causes  of  infant  deaths  did  not  vary  significantly  from  those  re¬ 
corded  in  previous  years. 

There  was  the  hard  core  of  congenital  deformities,  so  gross  as  to  be 
incompatible  with  life. 

Prematurity  accounted  for  most  of  the  deaths  in  first  week. 

Nowadays  arrangements  are  made  for  premature  infants  to  be  born  in 
hospitals  specially  staffed  and  equipped  to  cope  with  them,  and  many 
small  babies  are  saved  thereby. 

However,  Some  are  born  so  prematurely  that  they  are  really  far  short 
of  the  development  needed  for  a  good  chance  of  survival,  and  there  is 
inevitably  a  proportion  of  loss. 


There  were  also  five  still  births  which,  in  proportion  to  the 
total  births  is  lower  than  the  average  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

It  is  indeed  the  lowest  still  birth  rate  (18.27)  we  have  had  in 
Rugeley,  and  must  give  general  satisfaction. 

There  is  nevertheless  still  scope  for  a  wider  use  of  the  maternal 
care  services  which  are  provided.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to 
induce  all  expectant  mothers  to  use  these,  for  it  is  by  the  fuller 
use  of  the  facilities  which  are  available  that  we  may  hope  to  improve 
the  figures  relating  to  loss  of  infant  life. 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 


There  were  94  deaths  in  Rugeley  in  i960,  giving  a  death 
rate  of  7*83?  which,  when  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  of 
1.37  g've  a  comparative  rate  of  10.7* 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  vessels  accounted  for  forty  of  the  total. 
Nearly  all  of  these  were  subjects  of  advanced  age. 
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Cancer  deaths  (17)  were  the  next  largest  group. 

The  commonest  form  of  cancer  was  cancer  of  the  lung*  followed  in  or¬ 
der  of  frequency  hy  cancer  of  stomach,  and  cancer  of  breast. 

Other  sites  were  individually  considerably  less  frequent. 

There  were  seven  deaths  from  accidents. 

Four  of  these  were  road  accidents. 

These  deaths  have  an  importance  out  of  proportion  to  their  number  for 
the  subjects  are  usually  young  and  vigorous,  and  the  loss  of  expecta¬ 
tion  of  life  is  much  greater  than  that  of  the  other  groups. 


There  were  no  cases  of'Diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Although  overshadowed  by  the  special  efforts  directed  against  Polio¬ 
myelitis,  Diphtheria  immunisation  continued  steadily  throughout  the 
year.  388  were  immunised.  All  were  school  children. 

Some  4,059  persons  of  all  ages  up  to  40  were  immunised  against 
poliomyelitis . 

No  cases  of  the  disease  occurred  in  the  District. 

Only  five  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  in  i960. 

There  was  no  food  poisoning,  or  other  intestinal  infections. 

Five  sporadic  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred,  well  distributed 
in  time  and  place.  All  were  isolated  at  home. 

No  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

One  person  was  cured. 

Five  cases  were  transferred  out  of  the  District. 

This  reduced  the  number  on  the  register  from  62  to  56. 

Relatively  small  numbers  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  were  notified 
during  the  year. 


Analyses  of  the  water  supply  to  the  town  yielded  completely 
satisfactory  results. 

Apart  from  some  unforeseen  contingency,  this  may  be  expected  to  con¬ 
tinue  indefinitely. 

It  is  the  well  deserved  reward  of  the  careful  application  of  scienti¬ 
fic  knowledge  to  water  purification,  and  protection. 

The  su®ces,s  of  the  control  of  water  pollution,  and  the  elimination 
thereby  of  water  borne  disease,  is  in  striking  contrast  to  the  wide¬ 
spread  prevalence  of  disease  resulting  from  atmospheric  pollution, 
which,  for  various  reasons,  has  not  yet  come  under  control. 


During  the  year  the  Council  built  64  houses  and  6  bunga¬ 
lows.  120  houses  and  bungalows  were  erected  privately. 

The  provision  of  new  houses  is  an  important  Public  Health  measure, 
for  the  pace  of  slum  clearance  is  directly  dependent  on  the  number 
of  new  dwellings  provided.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  obtain  their  water  in  bulk  from  the  South  Stafford¬ 
shire  Water  Company.  This  supply  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quality 
and  (b)  in  quantity. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  we  submit  to  the  County  Analyst  and 
County  Bacteriologist,  the  Water  Works  Company  take  frequent  sam¬ 
ples  of  the  raw  water  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination 
(a)  before  treatment  (b)  after  treatment,  and  (c)  from  taps  in  our 
district. 

The  supply  is  a  constant  one,  and  does  not  have  a  plumbo-sol- 
vent  action.  There  was  no  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  con¬ 
tamination  during  the  year. 

All  the  dwelling  houses  etc.,  in  the  district  are  supplied 
from  the  public  mains,  and  the  supply  in  each  case  is  directly 
over  the  sink.
